Serbia Needs Medical Aid 


The value of Army work of women 
physicians and surgeons has passed 
from speculation to a certainty. In 
Europe, ten hospitals, varying in capa- 
city from one hundred to six hundred 
beds, have been fully stafled by women. 
The records show from these hospitals 
that the gravest cases have been en- 
trusted to them, 

The American Women's Hospitals 
represent’ the War Activities of the 
National Association of Women physi- 
clans of America. Doctor Anna C. 
Wellington of the Phsycopathic Hospi- 
tal, went over seas in May 1918. She 
was oulfitted by the American Women’s 
Hospitals, and stationed with 
American and French Army at— the 
receiving station, Gare de la Chapelle, 
Paris. ‘To the station came the Ameri- 
can wounded who were detrained, 
thoroughly examined, and sent forward 


to the hospital best fitted for their needs. | 


Dr. Wellington was serving at— this 
station during the Chateau Thierry | 
drive until after the armistice was 


signed, many times working forty-eight 
hours at a stretch, rendering all in her | 
power of medical aid to our wounded 
boys. Forty to fifty thousand passed 
through this station. 

While at} Gare de la Chapelle Dr. | 
Wellington saw three times as many 
wounded French soldiers but her work 
brought her in touch only with the 
Americans. Later on her work changed 


to that of aiding in a general way, the |

Shortage 


Prompt busing of next winter's 
household fuel has been recommended 
by the United States Fuel Adminis- 
trator, who has given warning that a 
coal shortage next season is quite pos- 
sible. 

Conditions are approximating those 
in 1917, when the consuming public 
delayed purchases in the mistaken hope 
that there would be plenty of coal later 
on. The result was a deluge of orders 
in the midst of a severe winter when the 
efficiency of the mines was at the lowest, 
while cellar bins were empty and many 
families were suffering. 

Anthracite is used chiefly in) winter, 
but the winter's supply must be mined 
over the whole twelve months of the 
year. February production was only 
3,871,932 tons, the lowest monthly 
record for emhteen vears, save three, 
when there were labor troubles, and 
1,010,000 tons less than the February 
shipments of last) vear. 
assurance that next winter wall be mild, 
and if there is failure to mine part of 
the needed supply now through lack of 
orders, there 1s more than a possibility 
that the mines will be unable to make 
good this deficit later on.

Striving ee “Early Birds” 


The early bird referring to poultry 

not only gets the worm, but seems to 
have every other advantage over the one 
that comes late. Upon early hatching 
largely depends the success of poultry 
keeping, sav specialists of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, who 
are now conducting a “latch early’? 
campaign one of the most important 
in the poultry program. Early hatched 
stock, they say, produce well-matured, 
vigorous pullets, which will begin 
laying in the fall and early winter, and it 
is only from such early-mating pullets 
that the best production and greatest 
profit can be secured,  Early-hatched 
chicks also mean hens which grow 
broody earlier the next spring, and these 
in turn, allow early hatching to be con- 
tinued to a greater degree When natural 
methods of incubation are relied upon. 
This campaign has been pushed vigor- 
ously over the entire country during the 
past year, and it is being taken up again 
this spring. teports from poultry 
specialists and other sources indicate 
that early hatching ig being practiced 
much more generally this spring than 
ever before. Fewer early hatched 
pullets were marketed last fall than in 
previous years, indicating the spe- 
cialists say, that poultry raisers realize 
the value of their early hatched pullets 
and have held them for their own use.— 
Weekly Bulletin.
